Prime Minister Trudeau’s weekend outburst against 
Quebec separatists startled many Canadians. Today Ottawa 
columnist Anthony Westell backgrounds the prime minister’s 
mounting concern about developments in his native province.

OTTAWA Prime Minister Trudeau’s 


_ attitude toward the turmoil in Quebec has mounted 


steadily over the past year from contempt to 
concern to anger, 


He has watched civil strife increase as the 
quality of provincial leadership has -declined, and 
he has seen terrorism add a dreadful dimension to 
separatism. 


Trudeau’s intellect and emotions have been 
engaged not only as a Quebecker but as federal 
prime minister with ultimate responsibility for the 
welfare of the province._He is also one_of the 
fathers of the quiet revolution of 1960 and he feels 
personally betrayed by the narrow nationalism 
which has eroded the hopes and idealism of those 
days. 


He has been.encouraged from time to time, 
this past year, to believe that perhaps the rot 
would stop.

‘After his convincing election win and the 
establishment. of a strong French Canadian 
government in Ottawa, Quebec’s interest appeared 
for a time to turn outwards. 


When Premier Daniel Johnson died a year ago 
and the quieter Jean- Jacques Bertrand. succeeded, 
Trudeau’s hopes rose again. He thought he had a 
tacit understanding that Bertrand would cleanse 


-his Union Nationale administration of secret sep- 


aratists and extreme nationalists and co-operate 
wholeheartedly with Ottawa in tackling the econ- 
omic and social problems of the province. 


Bertrand failed to act; even after he had 
confirmed his leadership against the nationalists at 
the party convention in June. 


His cabinét—as seen from Ottawa—continues 
to be a coalition paralysed by its divisions and un- 
able to offer leadership. 


While Trudeau was selling English Canada on 
the rights of the French. language, Bertrand was 
allowing the rights of English to be nibbled away 
in Quebec. 


After Ottawa and Quebec had reached a 
compromise on foreign representation, Bertrand 
permitted- the whole issue to be re-opened by 
receiving French minister Jean de Lipkowski in a 
manner calculated to snub the federal government. 


Trudeau calls this struggle over protocol and 
prestige “the battle of the red carpet” — an 
expression of contempt.

triggered Trudeau’s anger into action. = 


He was appalled that the Quebec government 
could be quibbling with Ottawa over trifles of

Trudeau complained in private about the 
absence of leadership in Quebec. 


His staff watehed-the anger mounting within 
him and spread the word that it might well boil 
over in his speech to Quebec Liberals in Montreal 
on Sunday night.

OTTAWA (CP) — Prime Min- 
ister Trideau this week gets his 
first real chance since assuming 
office in April, 1968, to chart a 
distinctive legislative course for 
Canada.

All Bishops Vote 
To Share Powers 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — All 
nine subcommissions of the 
world synod of bishops have 
voted in favor of giving 
bishops a strong new voice in 
helping the Pope rule the 
Roman Catholic Church, the 
Vatican said today. 

The majority reports of the 
groups were sent to the full 
146-member synod for final 
ratification. This is. considered 
a formality. 

The proposals then will be 
handed to Pope Paul who, if 
he puts them into effect, 
would virtually end what 
some liberals have called the 
papacy’s “absolute mon- 
archical rule.”’ 

A source said the changes 
would avert the chance of a 
Pope issuing a ruling, such as 
Pope Paul’s ban on artificial 
birth’ control, without full 
consultation with the world’s 
bishops. On the Other hand, 
national bishops conferences 
would be obliged to consult 
the Roman. Curia, the Vati- 
can’s’ administrative organ, 
before taking major decisions 
for their own countries.

Mr. Trudeau made it very clear 
Sunday night that those rights do 
not include breaking away from 
Canada.

- ince socially,-politically and econom- 


ically—that Quebee is losing out in 


‘ regard to international investment, 


domestic investment and population 


movement. “The folly of past years - 


has lasted long enough,” he said. 
Recent events have brought the 
Quebec situation to a critical point 
and Mr, Trudeau’s response along 
with them.

St. Leonard English-language school 
embroglio roused Mr. Trudeau’s con- 
cern, along with that of many Cana- 
dians. Here was a rejection by 
French-Canadians of the linguistic 
safeguards which Mr. Trudeau had 
persuaded English-speaking Canada 
to extend to French-speaking mi- 
norities. ; 

Then the questionable activities 
of M. de Lipowski, the minister from 
Paris who courted Quebec with 
gratuitous advice and snubs to the 
Canadian government, further irked 
the Prime Minister. 

And the breakdown of the or- 
ganized community life of Montreal 
for several hours during the recent 
policemen’s strike brought further 
attention to subversive elements 
which took advantage of an an- 
archical situation. 

Now Mr. Trudeau has given 
warning to separatist advocates in 
the French network of the CBC, 
and in the Company of Young Ca~- 
nadians, that their anti-Canadian 
activities must cease. Canadians will 
not support through their taxes the 
campaigns, overt or otherwise, of 
persons who seek. to destroy Con- 
federation. 

It may well be that the current 
tribulations of Quebec will strengh- 
en Canadian unity, and Mr. Tru- 
deau’s timely attack will help to pro- 
vide a focus for the non-separatist 
people of the province. Certainly 
Mr. Trudeau can be expected to pur- 
sue the matter with energy. He 
made Canadian unity the key point 
of his election campaign, the only 
major commitment that he under- 
took. He can neither tolerate, nor 
afford, a reversal, on that point.

This board would be __ instructed, 
among other things ‘‘to preserve and 
ensure the availablity of an adequate 
supply of clean water for Canada’s 
present and future needs in the various 
fields.’” 

It would prepare, in co-operation with 
the National Energy Board, a complete 
water inventory, project respective 
availability of and demands on Canadian 
waters to the year 2100 and maintain an 
inventory_of Canada’s actual and_pros- 
pective supplies and needs thereafter. 


No-tnventory - 


The above recommendation correctly 
assumes that we do not have such a 
complete inventory now; for are we in a 
position to estimate our future demands 
for water and the supplies which will be 
available to meet’ them. 

But given this situation, the confer- 
ence illogically backed into a second 
recommendation which in effect 
approves exports. It reads: “On the 
basis of evailable evidence of the 
quantities of water available to meet -our 
immediate and jong-range needs, the 
conference found that there is no great 
opposition to limited exports of water 
(ie. 5 per cent of surplus water) as a 
marketable resource, provided that the 
long-range needs of the country are fully 
protected.” _ 

Obviously there is no way of knowing 
whether long-range ‘needs would be fully 
protected, if exports were permitted. It 
is not even established that there exists 
a “surplus of available water in the 
light of probable demands”’. 

Despite the campaigns of Senator 
Frank Moss and his allies in the United 
States, there is no urgency whatever 
about this matter. ie 

The Conservative committee, at an 
earlier meeting, observed that ‘‘the 
flowing water shortage in the U.S.,*the 
effect of this and the question of matters 
relating to international waters and the 
possibility of substantial sales of water 
by Canada, offer challenges and .oppor- 
tunities.”’ 

It is somethimes suggested that 
Canadians have a moral obligation to 
help their watéT-short neighbors. 


U‘S. Problem 


But. the high-ranking U.S. officials 
have themselves testified that they have 
no absolute shortage of water; merely a 
shortage of clean. water. . 

Why is there an obligation.on Canada 
to help a much richer ‘nation clean its 
own ‘water on the cheap? 

. There is a second important question. 
Why, in the present state of our 
knowledge, should we sell on the cheap? 

As Arthur Laing, who was formerly 
responsible for northern development, 
has pointed out, water is our ultimate 
resource. 

In a very prudent-warning against 
haste, he said of our water resources in 
the House of Commons on Jan. 31, 1968: 
“If gve reserve as long as. we possibly 
can a final: commitment of them, then 
this nation is going to experience a 
tremendous national capital gain in’ the 
improved value of these resources.” 

It is odd that the Conservatives 
should overlook this most impertant 
point when they have suddenly developed 
a high degree. of interest in capital gains 
from the taxation standpoint. ; 

Any layman contemplating our water- 
laced northern terrain might be forgiven 
‘an immediate impression that our 
resources are virtually without limit. But 
.in fact vast areas. of the north are 


covered with what is essentially pond 
water held by perma-frost. 

It drawn ‘off, it would not be 
replaceable, or only over“ very long time 
periods, and its withdrawal might have 
serious effects on vegetation biological 
life, and even—as General McNaughton 
suggested—on climatic conditions. 

What is available for use is running 
water and our total streamflow, far 
from being limitless, was stated by the 
same high authority to be “of a similar 
order of magnitude to that of the United 
States.” 

On the Prairies we have often been 
water-short. (So, of course, are the arid 
regions of the United States but their 
logical resort is to other parts of the 
republic and these—it is interesting to 
observe—appear curiously disinclined to 
admit the moral obligation which some 
Americans, without shadow of justice, 
attribute to us).

But even .in the north, we have 
problems. Only lately Premier W. A. C. 
Bennett of British Columbia, who is so 
solicitous for the welfare of the 
Mackenzie people that he wants to annex 
the territory has caused direct injury not 
only to them but also to the people of 
northern Alberta by building his dam 
across the Peace.

At least four provinces, at- various 
times and for good reasons, have 
dectared their opposition to water 
exports. Any commitment at the present 
time would be dangerous and ought to be 

For many years it was national 
policy, and in the circumstances of the 
time sound policy, to bar the export of 
further water power. 

In theory such exports were tempor- 


“ary and retrievable; in fact since power 


is the life substance of modern com- 
munities, it would have been impossible 
to revoke such exports. 

On one critical occasion when this 
appeared necessary, the United States 
held that revocation would be an 
unfriendly act. 

The traditional power policy became 
obsolete with the development of nuclear 
energy on a commercial basis; this 
meant, for practical politicians, that we 
had to make-the best deal while we were 
still in a position to do so. 

But technology bas not made water 
obsolete and is not likely to do so. Once 
U.S. communities become dependent on 
Canadian water, it will be impossible for 
us to draw it off for our-own needs (now 
perhaps unsuspected) without involving 
this country in a “conflict situation’ to 
borrow the new Conservative academic 
jargon—with the United States. 

Trevor Lloyd once described the 
Nawapa scheme as “an exercise in 
sophomore engineering.” General 
McNaughton, speaking to the Royal 
Society in June, 1966, charged that:

Like many incidents. of violence which 
have plagued Montreal in recent years, the

Local newspapers had 
Montreal in the headlines 
for the week, and television 
stations carried special re- 
ports for a day or so, but 
colleagues at work,: neigh- 
bors and the man in the 
street seem to have little to 
say about the problem. 

And the substantial vic- Wienmen 
tories of government candidates in the four 
by-elections held the day following the 
Montreal police strike suggest moreover that 
Quebec voters in places other than Quebec 
City are not dissatisfied with the current 
quality of government in the province.

Many people ‘see the government's 
response to ithe police strike as swift and 
decisive. The National Assembly’s action in 


passing a law ordering striking police and 
firemen back to work is praised. 


The suggestion that the government could 
have acted earlier is brushed aside. The 
many other crises confronting the provincial 
government do not seem to be considered a 
result of the Bertrand government’s action or 
inaction. Nor for the matter is the current 
chaotic situation in Quebec blamed on either 
municipal officials or Ottawa. 


Yet an outsider in Quebec can see several 
extremely serious situations developing. 

Hospital workers across the province have 
ealled for a strike vote after 18 months of 
unsuccessful negotiation. School teachers in 
two’ districts are on strike, and strikes may 
spread ‘to other districts in a dispute between 
teachers end the government which has 
lasted almost two years. 


The argument about the Murray Hill 
monopoly of passenger pick-ups at the 
Montreal airport, which inyolves the federal 
government as well, has turned violent 
before. Conversation with taxi drivers 
suggests this dispute, which dates from Expo 
67 days, is likely to get worse. 


Montreal police and firemen threatened to 


hold ‘“‘study groups” several months ago 
when the precarious financial situation of 
Montreal led to suggestions of alterations in 
the employees’ pension fund. 

Yet when they did hold “study groups” 
they caught the city administration napping 
and the mayor in St. Louis.

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More Major Oil Blowouts 


Loom, Say Scientists 


WASHINGTON (WP) — An 
offshore oil disaster like the 
Santa Barbara Channel spill 

. can be expected to occure 
once a year by 1980 if the 
nation doesn’t’ learn. more 
about oil blowouts, warns a 
White House science panel. 

The President's panel on oil 
spills, appointed after a Union 
Oil well off the California 
coast spewed thousands of 
barrels of oil into channel 
waters, said the United States 
simply does not yet know how 
to control and clean up 
massive oil spills either from 
offshore wells or tanker ships. 
It “urgently” recommended a 
five-year program to gain the 


know-how and prepare ‘to use 
it. 

“The United States has 
neither the technical nor the 
operational capability to cope 
satisfactorily with a large- 
scale petroleum spill in the 
marine environment,"’ said 
one of two related panel 
reports issued Saturday. ‘"The 
technology does not exist to 
prevent virtually all the oil in 
a massive spill from being 
deposited on shore.” 

The panel also released 
figures indicating the amount 
of oil spilled in Santa Barbara 
Channel following the blowout 
last Jan. 28 was far greater 
than previously believed— 


U Thant Could Act 
As ‘Honest Broker’ 


WASHINGTON, (WP) — 
Sen. Edmund S. Muskie has 
suggested that U.N. Secre- 
tary General U Thant be 
invited to act as an “‘honest 
broker’’’ in working out a 
“viable political situation” in 
South Vietnam, 

The Senator, who discussed

U.S. May Repeal 
Homosexual Law 


WASHINGTON (WP) — A 
federal task force has 
recommended the repeal: of 
laws against homosexual ac- 
tivities between consenting 
adults, 

The group a 14 experts, 
appointed by the National 
Institute of Mental Health 
(NIMH), also recommended 
changes in government 
regualtions and the policies of 
private industry that bar 
homosexuals from_ jobs. 

The task force concluded 


that these changes would 
“reduce the emotional 
stresses and improve the 


mental health’ of the nation’s 
3 million to 4 million adult 
homosexuals. 


SOCIAL HARM 


“The extreme opprobrium 
that our society has attached 
to homosexual behavior, by 
way of criminal statutes and 
restrictive employment prac- 
tices; has done more social 
harm than good and goes 
beyond what iis necessary for 
the maintenance of public 
order and human deceney,” 
the task force said. 

The group emphasized that 
its recommendations would 
not effect sexual behavior that 
‘violates public decency or 
involves the seduction of 
minors.’ 

The task force recom- 
mendations, one of the few 
government statements on the 
problem of homosexuality, fol- 
lows the lines set forth by 
such panels as the British 
Wolfenden Commission, the 
ninth International. Congress 
on Criminal Law and- the 
American Law Institute. 


ASK STUDIES 


This task force went beyond 
those reports, however, and 
urged NIMH to support 
studies on the legal and social 
implications of changing laws 
against heterosexual behavior, 
such as adultery and forni- 
cation, between consenting 
adults. 

The taSk force commented 
that public attitudes toward 


homosexuality as well as 
other sexual practices are 
changing. 


“Discreet homosexuality is 
being recognized as the—pri- 
vate business of the individual 
rather than a subject for 
public recognition,”-it-said: 

Changing laws against 
homosexual activities, the re- 
port stated, would reduce the 
possibility of blackmail — ‘a 
constant hazard to the homo- 


sexual under present condi- 
tions.” 

The task force recognized 
that a change in the laws is 
not enough to give the homo- 
sexual full employment oppor- 
tunity, security and accept- 
ance in society. 

The task force also recog- 
nized that the employment of 
homosexuals may not be 
desirable in all cases 
especially ‘‘in highly sensitive 
positions.’’ 

The 21-page report, which 
calls homosexuality ‘‘a major | 
problem for our society" for 
both homosexuals and their 
families, found that: 

“Hom osexual individuals 
can be found in all walks of 
life, at all socio - economic 
levels, among all ~ cutural. 
groups within American so- 
ciety, and in rural as well as 
urban areas.” 

The task force also recom- 
mended studies in the bio 
logical and genetic causes of 
homosexuality, personality 
factors that characterize 
hamosexuals, and ways to 
treat them in order to de- 
crease their discomfort and 
increase their “ppaeetiye | 
functioning.”

KNIT AND CHAT 


Dear May, I was wondering 
if anyone had-come up with a 
solution to keeping hand- 
knitted calf-length socks up on 
the leg without garters? 

My socks always sag after 
the first wash and sometimes 
even before. I have used 
elastic thread and nearly cut 
off the. circulation in my 
legs. No matter 
how tightly I knit the ribbing, 
it always happens. ,. 

I enjoy knitting and would 
love to knit socks, but this 
situation deters me. — Mrs. 
A.M.F., Ottawa, Ontario. 

I think the simple solution 
in, this case would be to knit 
the ribbing on one or even two 
sizes smaller, needles—have 
you tried this? 

I am just wondering too if 
you press the ribbing after 
finishing? With socks, it is 
entirely unnecessary, in order 
to save the elasticity of the 
rib. 

I am just wondering too, if 
when you wash the socks, you 
dry them on stretchers? This 
would cause the ribbing to 
stretch and lose all the 
“spring” and elasticity that is 
needed to hold the sock up.

agriculture in Edmonton. 

Fabric, information should 
be sewn into garments, Mar- 
lene Jubenvill said in an 
interview. It should be- per- 
manently attache so that 
when a garment becomes 
soiled, a woman knows how to 
care for it. 

Full fabric information 
should be included, too, for 
the benefit of dry-cleaners 
and launderers so they know 
how to treat the fabrics 
safely. 

“Bonded and laminated fab- 
rics are examples,” she said. 
“Some now are guaranteed to 
stand up to dry-cleaning, but 


others will still separate in 


the. cleaning process. It is not 
always the dry-cleaner’s fault. 
He often can’t tell without a 
label whether it will hold up 
or not.” : 

Mrs. Jubenvill says — that 
some legislation calling for 
fabric information may be 
introduced to Alberta next 
year. 

“But women don't demand 
the information—and often 
don't use it when it is 
included,” she says. 

This gives manufacturers 
an excuse for not including 
the information. 

The department of con- 
sumer affairs has suggested 
that care symbols could be 
included on labels —in 
garments. 

“For example, there might 


be a little washtub on the 
label of a washable dress. Or 
a washtub with an X through 
it if it isn’t washable.” 

Mrs. Jubenvil! also ex- 
plained some of the differ- 
ences in bonded and lami- 
nated fabrics. 

Bonding is the process by 
which two, fabrics are fused 


together with glue or other-—~ 


adhesives. The outer fabric 
can be almost any material, 
such as wool, rayon, acrylic. 
The liner is usually an acetate 
or nylon tricot.. 

The resulting fabric pro- 
vides stability for loosely- 
woven fabrics so they are 
longer-wearing, is  self-lined 
and has 
resistance, 


Potpourri of Leaves and Flowers 
Perfumes Bedroom from Glass Jar

The fragrance of leaves 
preserved long after they are 
powder dry is an age-old 
delight now being revived. 

Those of us with coastal 
gardens are in the favored 
position of being able to grow 
a dozen or more plants to 
supply quantities of leaves. 

The old name of potpourri is 
still used. Originally Spanish, 
the word came-to us by way 
of France and now denotes a 
mixture of dried flowers or 
leaves. 

By a _ simple. process of 
drying and the addition of an 
inexpensive fixative, gifts for 
friends living in snowbound 
parts of the country, or our 
nearby friends wp are apart- 
ment dwellers, can be pre- 
pared in time for Christmas. 

Tt is not too soon to make a 
beginning, for- the ingredients 
need to be collected and dried 
before going into gift con- 
tainers, 

First, the leaves to gather 
include those from: lemon 
balm, sweet basil, bee-balm, | 
mint, lavender, myrtle, mar- 
joram, rosemary, lemon ver- 
bena, and scented geraniums. |

To bring color to potpourri 
flowers of tiny sweet violets 
or blue borage can be dried 
and added to the leaves.

To fix the fragrance of

Mix 
these together and add this to 
a total quart of dried leaves.

To Find a Girl to Marry

One of the hardiest ‘pioneers 
who ever lived in Canada was 
Hudson's Bay Company 
factor, Robert Campbell. He 
came from Scotland in 1832 
when 24 years old and got a 
job on the farm at Red River. 

Having been brought up in 
Scotland, he knew something 
about sheep and so the 
company sent him to Ken- 
tucky to bring back 1,475 
overtand., 


Only 251 survived the jour- 
—ney-as rattle-snakes and spear 
grass took a heavy toll. 

Then Campbel¥ was sent to 
the district of Mackenzie 
where he established a trad- 
ing post at Dease Lake, now 
im northern British Columbia, 
and made many important 

_discoveries including the 
“Yukon and Pelly Rivers. 

After he had been in the 
Yukon for 20 years head office 
in London decided that he 
should get married and 
offered to send him a bride. 

Campbell was getting along 
very well with Indian friends 
and refused. 

Eventually he agreed to 
\marry if he could go to 
Scotland and choose a girl for 
himself, : 

His journey from White 
River, Yukon, began in Sept., 
1852, when he followed the 
Pelly River and crossed the 
Rocky Mountains to the Liard 
River and Fort Simpson. 

Campbell kept a diary and 
noted that on Oct. 21 he had 
to start walking on snowshoes. 
In this way he crossed Great 
Slave Lake, Lake Athabaska, 


and then the wild country to | 


Fort Garry (Winnipeg). 

« The weather was bitterly 
cold and sometimes all he 
could get to eat would be a 
single squrrel. He was little 
more than a_ skeleton on 
snowshoes.

ing by more than 200 million 
dollars in the newt five years. 

The increases cover five 
areas of research and break 
fresh ground in two places— 
by proposing a grant-in-aid 
program to help. states 
manage their coast lines and 
a huge pilot study of lake 
water pollution to guide 
restoration of the Great 
Lakes, 

The funding™ step-up also 
calls for an increase in the 
number of oceanographic 
laboratories on the Atlantic, 
Pacific and Gulf coasts, an 
acceleration of research: in the 
Arctic and a high degree of co- 
operation in the International 
Decade .of Ocean Exploration, 
which begins in 1970. 

If congress authorizes the

Prime Minister Trudeau’s weekend outburst against 
Quebec separatists startled many Canadians. Today Ottawa 
columnist Anthony Westell backgrounds the prime minister’s 
mounting concern about developments in his native province.

OTTAWA Prime Minister Trudeau’s 
attitude toward the turmoil in Quebec has mounted 
steadily over’ the past year from contempt to 
concern to anger. 


He has watched civil strife increase as the 
quality of provincial leadership has declined, and 
he has seen terrorism add a dreadful dimension to 
separatism. 


Trudeau’s intellect and emotions have been 
e not only as a Quebecker but as federal 
p minister with ultimate responsibility for the 
welfare of the province. He is also one of the 
fathers of the quiet revolution of 1960 and he feels 
personally betrayed by the narrow nationalism 
which has eroded the hopes and idealism of those 
days. :

When Premier Daniel Johnson died a year ago 
and the quieter Jean-Jacques’ Bertrand succeeded, 
Trudeau’s hopes rose again. He thought.he. had a 
tacit understanding that Bertrand would cleanse 
his Union Nationale administration of secret sep- 
aratists and extreme nationalists and co-operate 
wholeheartedly with Ottawa in tackling the econ- 
omic and social problems of the province. 


Bertrand failed to act, even after he had 
confirmed his leadership against the nationalists at 
the party convention in June. 


His cabinet—as seen from Ottawa—continues 
to be a coalition paralysed by its divisions and un- 
able to offer leadership. 


While Trudeau was selling English Canada on 
the rights of the French language, Bertrand was 
allowing the rights of English to be nibbled away 
in Quebec. 


After Ottawa: and Quebec~ had reached a 
compromise on foreign representation, Bertrand 
permitted the whole issue. to be re-opened . by 
réceiving ‘French minister Jean de Lipkowski in a 
manner calculated to snub the federal government. 


Trudeau calls this struggle over protocol and 
prestige “the battle of the red carpet” — an 
expression of contempt. 


It was the coincidence.of the de Lipkowski 
affair with the riots in Montreal that finally 
triggered Trudeau’s anger into action. 


He was appalled that: the Quebec government 
could be quibbling with Ottawa over trifles of

OTTAWA (CP).— Prime Min- 
ister Trudeau this week gets his 
first real chance since assuming 
office in April, 1968, to chart a 
distinctive legislative course for 
Canada. 

The Commons _ resumes 
Wednesday after a three-month 
summer recess and after a brief 
sitting Parliament will pro- 
rogue. The Senate ended its 
summer: break last week. 

The second-session of the 28th 
Parliament opens Thursday 
morning as Governor-General 
Michener reads the speech from 
throne—written by the govern- 
ment—in the Senate chamber. 

It is in this speech that Mr. 
Trudeau will be able to set out 
what his government plans, in- 
cluding ways to achieve the 
‘just society” he has said is its 
aim. And if he follows through 
with what he has said in the last 
few weeks it will be marked by 
austerity. 

THRONE SPEECH 

The throne speech beginning 
the first session of the 28th Par- 
liament in September, 1968, Mr. 
Trudeau’s first as prime minis- 
ter, contained few new policies. 
Most of the legislation it out- 
lined were leftovers from the 
Pearson administration. 

Included were increases in 
postal rates, amendments, to the 
Criminal Code and an official 
languages bill.

When Premier Daniel Johnson died a year ago 
and the quieter Jean-Jacques Bertrand succeeded, 
Trudeau’s hopes rose again. He' thought he had a 
tacit understanding that Bertrand would cleanse 
his Union Nationale administration of secret sep- 
aratists and extreme nationalists and co-operate 
wholeheartedly with Ottawa in tackling the econ- 
omic and social problems of the province. 


Bertrand failed to act, even after he had 
confirmed his leadership against the nationalists at 
the party convention in June. 


His cabinet—as seen from Ottawa—continues 
to be a coalition paralysed by its divisions and un- 
able to offer leadership.
